Washington, April 14.—(4)—Flat 
refusal of Attorney General Sargent 
to answer several questions by Sen- 
ator Walsh, democrat, Montana, balk- 
ed a senate judiciary subcommittee 
late today in its consideration of 
the Walsh resolution for information 
regarding the prosecution of Senator 
Wheeler, democrat, Montana, last 
summer. 

The resolution “directs” the attor- 
ney general to inform the subcommit- 
tee regarding the expenses of conduct- 
ing the prosecution of Senator Wheel- 
er on the charge taat he bad acted 
illegally in connection with oil land 
Jeases and whether the department of 
justice plans to institute perjury pro- 
ceedings against George B. Hayes, 
New York attorney, and prosecution 
witness at the Great Falls, Montana, 
trial. 

Sargent Gives Reasons. 

Mr. Sargent’s refusal was based on 
the ground that the resolution was 
improper and that the information de- 
sired by Senator Wheeler should not 
he disclosed because publication would 
be “incompatible with thea public in- 
terest.”’ 

Referring to data regarding two 
witnesses who the government con- 
tends would have corroborated Hayes’ 
testimony that he met Senator Wheel- 
er in New York and was asked by 
him to become associated in obtain- 
ing land permits, Senator Walsh ask- 
el Mr. Sargent whether he had a 
copy of that data with him.

Herrin, Ill., April 14.—This_ tur- 
bulent center of “bloody Williamson” 
county is a smoldering mine of politi- 
cal, racial, religious and plain old- 
time feud hatreds tonight, while bay- 
onets and machine guns for the eighth 
time in four years have restored it to 
peace. 

Some sav that the-six men killed 
in yesterday's election riots were the 
victims of a venom dating back to the 
ill-fated “bloody vendetta” of 30 
years ago. Others say that they were 
the victims of the bootlegging that has 
ridden Williamson ever since the com: 
ing of the great American drouth. 
Still others aver it is klan and anti- 
klan. 

The most reliable information ap- 
pears to be that they were the victims 
of a political fight for control of this 
section of the state, and that the 
fighting is not yet over. 

Troops to Remain. 

The soldiers who pace the streets 
as the factions eye one another coldly 
will remain here, it is given out “for 
an indefinite period.” 

Certainly, they will remain over 
next Tuesday, for there is an alder- 
manie election in Herrin that day, an 
election in which klan and anti-klan 
each have a ticket in the field and 
the contesting is expected to be bit- 
ter. 

On the outcome of next Tuesday's 
election probably rests the question of 
whether klansmen or anti-klansmen 
will control the Herrin city adminis- 
tration and perhaps have a heavy 
hand in the administretion of affairs 
in this section generally. 

And while that election may bring 
more trouble and perhaps more blood- 
shed, there is another disturbing ele- 
ment. It has been said around Herrin 
and in Marion that they, meaning the 
anti-klansmen, “didn't get the men 
they intended to get, but that they 
arent discouraged.” 

Inquest Today. 


The inquest into the deaths of the | 
last half dozen victims has been set 
for ‘Thursday morning. Coroner 
George Bell today impanelled a jury. 
The six men viewed the six bodies so 
that the funerals might proceed, and 
the coroner then told. them to come 
back to the city hall Thursday, 

State's Attorney Artie Boswell. for 
has issued an 
edict barring newspapermen from this 
inquest. He simplys says they will 
not be admitted. He does not explain 
why. 

Three of the six victims of yester- 
day were klansmen, thrge anti-klans- 
men. There comes from Marion a 
story that a seventh man was shot 
dead in the fighting, that he was 
killed while sitting in one of th> three 
automobiles driven by the antis. This 
story has it that the antis carried 
his body away to keep his identity

Washington, April 14.—Bone-dry 
prohibition has received its severest 
blow to date in the recommendation 
for restoration of light beer under 
government supervision made to the 
senate judiciary subcommittee by Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, assistant secretary 
of the treasury, who for a year has 
been in charge of federal enforcement 
activities, 

He would permit all beer not in- 
toxicating in fact, striking out the 
one-half of 1 per cent maximum fixed 
in the Volstead act. Wines would not 
be restored. Andrews said he did 
not believe they could be made palat-- 
able and be kept non-into#icating, 

“Your opinion then id that in view 
of the bad quality of hard liquor now 
sold, if a healthy beer could be manu- 
factured—a beer that is non-intogi- 
cating in fact with the average per- 
son—and distributed by ¢he govyern- 
ment under regulations and not al- 
lowed to be sold in saloons, public 
places or drunk on the premises the 
people would take to drinking that 
substitute beer instead of the vile 


Jiquors now sold,” said Reed, “sum- 


ming up Andrews’ point of view as 
he understood it. 

“I think that would aid law en-* 
forcement,” Andrews replied. An- 
drews startled the committee a_ sec- 
ond time by estimating there are 1,- 
720,000 still operating in the coun- 
try. Reed estimated these stills pro- 
duced 68,000,000 gallons of liquor a 
Wines Not Favored. 

“I do not think palatable wines can 
be manufactur€d which would not be 
intoxicating,” Andrews said.

his opinion of the desirability of the 
park, stated that the area thus far 
offered was not sufficient for such 
a purpose. Secretary Work and the 
commission agreed that no other na- 
tional park in the southern Appala- 
chian region was desirable at this 
time, 

Favorable consideration of the 
Shenandoah and Smoky mountain 
parks was based on the report of the 
Appalachian park commission that $1,- 
200, had been raised toward the 
purchase of land for the Shenandoah 
and $1,066,693 toward the purchase 
of the Smoky mountain park.

TREATY IS; MADE 


14.—A Russo-Ger- 
man neutrality treaty, in effect a 
Russo-German defense against other 
nations’ possible attacks in the shape 
of ecnomic, financial or military act- 
ion, is close to gompletion. -The for- 
mal treaty probably will be signed 
within the next few days. 

The new agreement between the rep- 
resentatives of Berlin and Moscow 
will have far reaching importance, it 
is believed here. Only a few points 
remain for discussion before the do- 
cument is ready for signatures, 

The treaty will definitely exclude 
participation of either Germany or 
Soviet Russia in any hostile military 
action against each other in case 
either nation is attacked by an out- 
side power. It will also stipulate eco- 
nomic neutrality in case a third power 
or group of powers undertakes hgs- 
tile economie measures against either 
nation. This latter clause means that 
in case foreign powers launch an 
economic measure against either nu- 
tion. This latter clause means that 
in case foreign powers launch an eco- 
nomie blockade or credit boycott 
against Moscow, Berlin is pledged to 
neutrality. Similarly Moscow will 
be bound to remain neutral in case 
certain powers apply sanctions against 
Germans should Germany fail to 
meet her reparations payments. 

If the treaty is signed shortly, as 
is predicted here, Germany will file a 
copy with the League of Nations, Of- 
ficials here anticipate no trouble with 
outside nations over the new docu- 
ment. They contend that it merely 
amplifies the Locarno agreements. 

The neutrality treaty, as it will be 
known, will moreover confirm Ger- 
many’s right to decide whether’ the 
German situation justifies her en- 
listment in the league's economic and 
military measures as specified under 
article sixteen.

:-: LIFE A CHALLENGE TO 


SHAM AND HYPOCRISY +: 


Defended By Judge Lindsey 


Santa Rosa, Calif., April 14.—(/) 
The address delivered here today by 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey, of Denver, at 
the public memorial to Luther Burbank 


was both a tribute and a defense of 
the horticulturist’s religious beliefs. 


“Luther Burbank was the most re- 
ligious man I ever’ knew,’’ Judge 
Lindsey said. “His was a real reli- 
gion that actually works for human 
betterment—a religion that dares to 
challenge the superstition, hypocrisy 
and sham that so often worked cruel- 
ties, inquisitions, wars and massacre. 

“The prejudiced beneficiaries of or- 
ganized theology, miscalled religion, 
refused to see that Burbank, the gift- 
ed child of nature, saw a vision as 
erystal as theirs is dense and dark. 

“And so they assailed him. 

“It is impvssible to estimate the 
wealth he has created that has been 
given generously to the world. Unlike 
inventors, or workers in other fields, 
no patent rights were given him, nor 
did he seek a monopoly in what he 
did. Had that been the case Luther 
Burbank would have been the world’s 
richest man. As it is the world has 
been richer because of him and in 
this he found a joy and satisfaction 
that no millions of money could give 
him. 

“Luther Burbank lives forever in 
the myriad fields of strengthened 
grain, in the new forms of fruits and 
flowers and plants and vines and 
trees and above all, the newly watered 


gardens of the human mind from 
whence shall spring human freedom 
from those earthly fields that shall 
drive out gods, false and brutal.’’ 
Cedars Are Monument. 

The body of Burbank lay beneath 
the sod tonight with a Cedar of Leba- 
non, planted by the great horticul- 
turist many years ago, as a monu- 
ment and headstone. 


The burial was as simple as the 
daily routine in the cottage where 
Burbank lived and worked. . No pray- 
ers were said aloud at his bier and 
the stillness of evening in the home 
was broken by funeral orations. 

Old friends and former fellow 
workers carried the casket to the 
grave from the room where he died. 
A few words were spoken informally 
by Close friends. A song was sung 
and the body was lowered to its final 
resting place. 

Elizabeth Burbank, the scientist’s 
widow, and his sister, Mrs. Emma 
Leeson, of Healdsburg, Cal., were the 
principal mourners. Beside these, 
only a chosen few of the oldest and 
closest friends of the family were at 
the grave. 

In the funeral cortege were Mayor 
James Rolph, Jr., of San Francisco; 
Dr. David Starr Jordan, chancellor 
emeritus of Stanford university; 
Mayor Charles QO. Dunbar, of Santa 
Rosa; Judge Rolfe Thompson of So- 
noma county; Jerome O. Cross, super- 
intendent of Santa Rosa public 
schools and Frank P. Doyle, banker.

Boston, April 14.—()—A _ tempo- 
rary injunction to restrain the Watch 
and Ward society from interfering 
with the distribution of the American 
Mercury was granted by Judge Mor- 
ton in federal court today.

Evolution Laws 
Against Liberty 
Rights, Is Claim 


14.—‘#)— 


Orlando, Fla., April ; 
Legislation against the teaching of 
evolutionary theories in the public 
schools is in direct violation of the 
personal liberty rights as set forth in 
the United States constitution, Dr. 
Paul Huttinger, of Philadelphia, told 
the Southern Unitarian conference 
here tonight. 

Tennessee and Mississippi have such 
laws, he said, and Texas and North 
Carolina have sought the same end 
by expurgating text books of certain 
types. 

The Florida legislature, he declared, 
had passed a resolution pronouncing 
it “improper and submersive to the 
best interests of the people of the 
state to teach atheism and agnos- 
tecism, or to teach as true Darwinism 
or any other hypothesis that links 
man in blood relationship with any 
other form of. life.” . 

“This resolution is an attack not 
only upon the right to interpret the 
Bible but a restriction upon intellec- 
tual sincerity of the teacher,” he de- 
clared, 

“It is difficult to see how the funda- 
mentalists can gain their ends in the 
face of our constitutional guarantees. 
Certainly no convincing evidence has 
been brought forth to prove that 
either faith or morals have suffered 
from the teaching of evolution.” 


BORAH OFFERS BILL
